Burgman's German wife and his 
German-born son, Thomas, 26 like- 
wise showed no reaction.

It was Washington's second post- 
war treason trial. Burgman was in- 
dicted in March about the time 
another jury in the same court- 
room was convicting Mildred 
E. 
(Axis Sally) Gillars, also a Ger- 
man radio propagandist. She re- 
ceived a sentence of 10 to 30 years 
and a $10,000 fine.. Her appeal is 
still, pending. 


The jury of seven men and five 


women convicted Burgman on 13 
specific treasonable acts. All were 
based on .radio recordings he made 
under the name of "Joe Scanlon." 
These were broadcast over station 
Debunk, which the Germans pre- 
tended was operating in the Mid-

broadcasts were intended to create 
dissension among the Allies and 
disunity at home.
